We  will  change  our  prices  as  market  conditions  compel  us  to, 
thereby  giving  our  customers  advantage  of  any  fall  in  prices,  in- 
stead of  putting  them  high  enough  at  the  beginning  of  the  sea- 
son so  as  to  maintain  them  throughout  the  year,  as  is  being  done 
by  many  other  seedsmen. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  prices  given  on  our  price-list 
orders  should  be  sent  soon  after  receipt  of  tliem.  It  is  probalile 
that  the  prices  will  fluctuate  enough  this  year,  so  that  we  will 
have  to  change  our  prices  about  once  a week. 

Some  of  our  competitors  guarantee  prices  for  an  entire  month, 
and  issue  only  one  price-list  for  each  month.  This  would  be 
much  easier  for  us  than  the  wa.v  we  are  now  doing,  but  it  would 
not  be  fair  to  the  buyer,  for  in  case  of  a down-market,  he  would 
be  paying  too  much  for  seed. 

We  wish  to  give  you  our  latest  and  lowest  prices  at  all  times,  so 
always-  write  for  latest  prices  when  ready  to  order.

Holden  Recommends  Sweet  Glover  as  a 
great  Forerunner  for  Alfalfa.

Dear  sir-Melilotus  or  sweetclover  growslux- 
uriantly  along  roadsides,  railways,  and  in  pla- 
ces where  plants  could  not  hold  out  against  the 
adverse  conditions.  With  tlie.  single  exception 
of  alfalfa,  sweetclover  will  build  up  soil  fertil- 
ity faster  than  any  other  crop.  Alfalfa  may  be  said  to  be  a half 
sister  of  sweet  clover,  the  •bacteria  of  the  two  plants  being  the 
same.  The  surest  way  to  insure  a good  stand  of  alfalfa  is  to  first 
grow  sweet  clover  and  follow  with  alfalfa.  Soil  where  sweet  clo- 
ver grows  is  often  used  to  inoculate  fields  for  aifal  fa  to  be  seeded. 

If  cut  at  the  proper  time,  sweetclover  makes  good  hay.  At 
first  the  stock  may  not  seem  to  lilce  it.  but  after  a little  while 
they  will  acquire  a taste  for  it.  and  then  the  stock  will  relish  sweet 
clover.  In  our  campaign  work  for  alfalfa  we  find  it  advisable 
some  times  to  advocate  the  growing  of  sweet  clover.  We  did  this

THE  VALUE  OF  SWEET  CLOVER. 


Reported  in  Farmers’  Bulletin  485,  Issued  by 
U.  S.  Department  ofi  Agriculture. 

SWEET-CLOVER  HAY.  In  the  absence  of  mors  valuable 
forms  of  bar.  Sweet  Clover  maybe  utilized  for  feeding  all  class- 
es of  live  stock.  In  the  North  one  cutting  is  usually  possible  the 
first  season,  especially  if  seeded  without  a nurse  crop,  and  two 
cuttings  may  be  obtained  the  second  year.  In  the  South  two  cut- 
tings the  first  season  and  three  cuttings  the  second  season  are  or- 
dinarily pnssilde.  The  Massachusetts  State  Experiment  Station 
seeded  a plat  of  Sweet  Clover  May  8 and  on  September  9.  it  was 
cut,  yielding  cured  hay  at  the  rate  of  2,700'pounds  per  acre.  The 
following  season  a cutting  was  made  on  .Tune  24,  yielding  at  the 
rate  of  2,727  pounds  per  acre,  and  on  September  23  a second  cut- 
ting yielded  at  the  rate  of  l.OCO  pounds  per  acre,.  At  the  . Cane- 
brake  substation,  Uniontown,  Ala.,  in  1904,  tlie  first  year’s  seed- 
ing of  Sweet  Clover  produced  hay  at  the  rate  of  5.066  pounds  per 
acre,  and  in  1915  the  second  season’s  crop  was  6,320  pounds  per 
acre.  Another  plat  produced  6.672  pounds  per  acre  in  19C3  and 
7.948  pound  per  acre  in  1904.  At  Utah  Experiment  Station  in  1^92 
Sweet  Clover  made  more  than  double  the  yield  of  any  of  the  clo- 
vere  or  grasses  with  which  it  was  compared. 

Sweet  Clover  as  a Soiling  Crop.  When  cut  green  and  fed 
to  cattle  the  Sweet  Clover  is  usually  less  palatable  than  when 
fed  as  hay,  although  numerous  instances  have  been  note’d  where 
the  freshly  cut  green  feed  has  been  readily  eaten  by  stock.  As 
a soiling  crop  it  is  best  adapted  for  feeding  to  hogs.  At  the  On- 
tario Experiment  Station  over  30  tons  of  green  feed  per  acre  were 
obtained  in  a single  season. 

Sweet  Clover  as  Pasture.  Sweet  Clover  makes  excellent 
pasture  for  hors  as,  sheep,  cattle,  hogs,  and  chickens.  Probably 
the  easiest  way  to  create  an  appetite,  for  the  plant  is  to  commence 
pVsjiuring  the  stock  on  it  very  early  in  the  spring  before  other 
^ree'i'v, feed  has  started.  A sufficient  number  of  animals  should 
be  kept  bn  it  to  keep  it  eaten  down  close  sothat  atall  times  there 
will  bean  abundance  of  fresh  shoots  for  grazing  purposes.  An 
acre  of  Sweet  Clover  pasture  will  ordinarily  support  20  shoats- 
In  addition  to  furnishing  alight  cutting  of  hajn  For  the  best 
growth  of  the  hogs,  however,  a pound  of  grain  per  hundred  weight 
of  the  stock  per  day  should  be  given.  AVhen  pastured  on  the 
.first  season’s  growth  of  Sweet  Clover  it  is  well  to  place  rings  in 
the  iiogs  noses  to  prevent  them  from  digging  up  the  roots  of  the 
young  plants.  Gr.azing  appears  to  be  beneficial  to  the  plants  in 
that  it  induces  stoolin^. 

Stock  when  pastured  upon  Sw’eet  Clover  makes  gains  which 
compare  very  favorably  witii  those  obtained  from  either  alfalfa 
or  red  clover.  The  advantage  which  Sweet  Clover  has  over  the 
crops  just  mentioned  is  that  it  will  grow  onsome  soils  too  poor  in 
humus  f_r  the  successful  production  of  either  alfalfa  or  red  clo- 
ver. Its  chief  advantages  are  abilit.v  to  grow  on  and  build  up  poor 
soils,  to  survive  the  midsummer  droughts  which  frcxtuently  occur 
throughoutthe  country,  and  to  produce  early  andlate  pasturage.

Method  ot  Sowing. 

The  amount  of  seed  sown  depends  somewhat  on  the  nature  of 
the  soil  and  location.  Some  prefer  sowing  grass  seed  alone.  We 
think  that  a crop  of  spring  wheat,  barley  or  oats  can  be  profitably 
grown  as  a nurse  crop.

YIELD. 

The  yield  from  Sudan  Grass  will  depend  upon  the  soil  and 
, moisture  conditions,  and  tlie  method  of  planting.  It  does  best  in 
I a rich,  well  drained,  sandy  loam,  so  where  the  soil  runs  to  sand, 
a lighter  yield  may  be  expected.  When  given  plenty  of  room  the 
I grass  stools  very  readily  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to  see  over  one 
hundred  stems  coming  from  one  seed.  When  planted  early  it 
will  require  from  seventy-five  to  elglity  days  from  the  time  the 
i seed  is  planted  until  tlie  first  is  harvested,  the  second  cutting 
i coming  in  about  forty-five  days  after  the  first,  and  the  third  cut- 
ting about  tlie  same  length  of  time  after  the  second,  rainfall  be- 
ing fairly  uniform.  In  some  sections  by  cutting  a few  days  ear- 
lier each  time,  the  fourth  cutting  may  be  had,  but  it  is  probable 
that  three  cuttings  will  give  the  maximum  yield  of  hay  and  of  a 
really  better  quality.  The  yield  ranges  from  two  to  ten  tons  per 
acre  of  this  highly  valuable  hay.

,|  ORAGE  CROPS  Is  a subject  that  I have  preached  In 
, our  Seed  Book,  and  personally  whenever  I had  a 
chance,  and  for  the  past  twenty  years  I have  prac- 
ticed what  I have  preached.  I have  raised  more  or 

less  Millet,  Cane,  Kaffir  Corn  and  some  of  the  other 

crops  each  year.  I know  they  are  profitable.  Thous- 
ands of  up-to-date  mones'  making  farmers  grow  profitable  crops 
of  these  forage  plants  each  year.

How  the  Editor  Inoculates 

It  is  easier  to  preach  than  it  is 
to  do,  and  I venture  to  say  that 
very  few  who  write  about  inocu- 
lating alfalfa  fields  with  soil  ac- 
tually practice  it  themselves.  I 
want  to  tell  you  how  the  fields 
were  inoculated  on  the  National 
Alfalfa  Journal’s  farm  this  year. 

We  used  three  different  kinds 
of  commercial  inoculating  mater- 
ial. There  was  plenty  of  alfalfa 
soil  close  at  hand  but  when  we 
got  right  down  to  the  actual 
work.  I’ll  tell  you  it  was  no 
bright  prospect  to  think  of  that 
job  of  going  into  the  field  and 
digging  up  two  or  three  loads  of 
soil  and  scattering  it  at  just  the 
right  time  of  day  and  on  just  the 
right  kind  of  a day.  It  is  much 
easier  and  I really  believe  more 
effective,  to  use  the  liquid  which 
we  had  purchased  and  mix  with 
the  seed,  and,  oh,  what  a dif- 
ference it  made  in  the  fields. 

We  left  strips  here  and  there 
where  we  sowed  seed  without  in- 
oculation. If  you  could  see  those 
strips  standing  out  like  a sore 
thumb  all  s\unmer!  Soil  from  an 
old  field  will  inoculate  your  new 
field,  that  Is  true,  but  it  is  much 
more  convenient,  and  I really  think 
much  cheaper,  to  purchase  reliable  inoculating  material.
